claims has rendered a decision of far 
reaching importance to the naval es-

Indications now ar* 
that with tk* new wells Installed and the 
two pumping stations running at full ca- 
pacity ,that there will b* an average water 
supply of six or seven million gallons per 
day. This tupply means HO gallons for 
•very man, woman and child of th* city, 
per day, and nearly this amount has been 
consumed at certain times during the vt*r. 
When we consider that no railroad or large 
manufacturers are supplied by the olty, we 
cannot help to notice the reckless ixtma- 
gano* practiced.

This has been finally settled, and in a

that this same electric corporation Is 


Indirectly part owner of the local electric 
plant, and that it has acquired this plant 
for the purpose of ftaanclal investment, as 
well as to give the commercial world a 
chance to examine its machinery and pro- 
ductions Installed In a modern electric plant. 
In order to he able to do this, It would be 
compelled to discard a good deal of its 
present old machinery and replace the samo 
by modern machinery; also in order to pro- 
duce sunlcient energy to supply the demands 
upon It for incandescent and other lights 
it would be compelled to Invest from two to 
three hundred thousand dollars in this plant 
for future extensions; but as this company 
has practically no franchise, it claims that 
It is unable to raise the money, as no pru- 
dent man will invest in a franchise that may 
be annulled at any time. An exclusive fron- 
chlie could not be granted and nothing done 
by the city iu the matter could or would 
Interfere with the right of the city to en- 
gage in the business at any time. On the 
other hand, the public, at I believe, de- 
mands the erection of a municipal plant, 
and the question whether this plant should 
be built for municipal purposes alono, or for 
general lighting purposes as well, has never 
been approached nor settled. As I have 
««M from the beginning, I believe In mu- 
nicipal ownership, if the same can be di- 
vorced absolutely from political influence! 
and be operated upon a strictly business 
basis, and as It is up for our consideration, 
I do not hesitate to express an opinion In ro. 
sard to the two propositions. In my opin- 
ion there Is merit In both of them. I be- 
lieve that tho purpose for which municipal 
ownership Is sought is to give the people 


unless tu agreement can be reached between 
tho city and the different railroad companies. 


PUBLIC MORALS. 


A great deal has also been said about the 


enforcement of laws, and a good deal of un- 
just criticism has been Indulged in, yet I 
challenge a comparison of the moral condi- 
tion of this city with any city of its size 


history, it has kept the expenditure within 
the annual appropriation. 
Our parks har3 


been Improved greatly in all directions, 
especially Swlnney park, and when the Jef- 
ferwm street entrance ti this park is com- 
pleted It will be the finest in th* city.

It has bene my earnest desire and hope 


to see erected a neat, ornamental roof over 
the pressnt market place, which today Is 
nothing but a cold, dark and disagreeable 
eyesore that afflicts the city's public square, 
A levy for this purpose has been made, and 
it is hoped that in the course of a year or 
so enough money will bo accumulated to 
make this Improvement. 
Your honorable 


body, tit its last meeting in September, saw 
proper to disregard my recommendations for 
a raise in the tax levy for the purpose of 
enabling the board of public works to pro- 
ceed with new street Improvements, This 
will nucesurlly cause more or less criticism, 
because of a failure to comply with the de- 
mand for street Improvements. I believe 
that street Improvements should be made 


in America. Since I have been in office It 
ha: been my aim to restrict vice and crime 
as much as possible, and I think this has 
been done in a substantial manner. From 
the 
beginning of my administration my 


orders have been to remove from the saloons 
ail wlue rooms and prohibit men and women 
of bad character in those placei. It has 
beon my desire to remove all notorious places 
out of the business districts of the city, and 
this has practically been done. My instruc- 
tions as to public gambling have been gen- 
erally enforced, and all gambling devices 
removed cut of public places. I do not pre- 
tend to say that I am able to make of this 
city a paradise, absolutely free from vice 
and crime; neither shall I essay the roll of 
a hypocrite by pretending it. Ky pledge be- 
fore election was to give this city such en- 
forcement of .laws as were reasonable and 
for the belt interests of its citizens. This 
I ha\e aimed to do, and will continue to do, 
until the end of my term. Accusations have 
been made against the admlslnstratlon, In- 
sinuating that corruption exists within the 
department of safety, but no proof of any- 
thing of that character has ever been pro- 
duced, and I hereby challenge the accusers 
to produce such proofs, not only as a matter 
of justification to themselves, but as a duty 
they owe to the best Interests of the city. I 
do not believe that any corruption exists

IHTERCEPTniG SEWES. 


This Improvement was started in 1900, 


being before the present administration came 
into power. The assessments for the work 
were practically made by the board of pub- 
lic works of the former administration, but 
approved by the present board. It has besn 
said by some that the building of this sewer 
was not of public necessity, and that it was 
u. useless expenditure of money; for politi- 
cal purposes, demagogues havo circulated 
all kinds of reports, intending thereby to 
poison the public mind and prejudice the 
people against those who were responsible 
for the Improvements having been made. 
Yet I am free to say that I believe in the 
improvement. I believe that the board in 
this matter served the people in a hlghor 
and holier manner than any public servants 
ever before hare done.

STKEET IXFBOVEHENTB. 


All the improvements that have been made 


during the last year have been under unlim- 
ited competition, with a view of giving the 
property owners the benefit of such coirfpe- 
tition. The board invited bids upon all 
kinds of material, and to further competi- 
tion, admitted the Kentucky rock asphalt 
and all kinds of vitrified brick. This has 
been the reason why prices have been com- 
paratively low. The brick and asphalt pave- 
ments that have been laid in this olty with- 
in the last two years are as good as any 
that huve been laid anywhere, and the ut- 
most care has been exercised by the board 
of public works to see that first-class mater- 
ial and workmanship were used and em- 
ployed in their construction. The contract 
with the Federal Asphalt company was en- 
tered into in good falthi and it has given 
the proper bond for construction, but for 
some reason the work has not been finished, 
and the best reports are not received by the 
board as to. character of the 
pavements 


that the company laid last year. The board 
made a careful examination before awarding 
the contract and did find work of'the same 
material that was quite satisfactory, yet, 
as it now appears, it does not come up to 
the standard. The concrete foundation laid 
on Maumee road is all right and it will be 
for he board to say whether it will allow 
tho said company, under the circumstances, 
to complete the work, or will readvertise 
and have the work done by some other com- 
pany and by other material. At any rate, 
tho street will not be paid for until it is 
finished in first-class workmanship and ma- 
terial. 


NATURAL GAS. 


cheap lights, and If that Is obtained much 
good is accomplished. But on the other 
hand, there are Interests that must be con- 
sidered In determining matters of this kind 
—irtorosts that in operation consltute the 
life of the city and gives value to air that 
there is In it. The electric corporation Is 
one of the most substantial manufacturing 
enterprises of this city, and the public in- 
terest should be carefully considered before 
a hasty decision is made. Hy opinion is 
that the city should proceed to erect the 
municipal plant for its own use and give to 
the general electric people * franchise upon 
a fair revision of the prices for commercial 
lights and a limited time. This ought to be 
satisfactory to the public, because the erec- 
tion of a municipal plant for municipal use 
only would enable the city to control the 
price of commercial lighting in this way—if 
the local company under Its franchise would 
oharje exorbitant prices, the city could then 
proceed to the enlargement of its plant and 
entor the commercial field and compete for 
business.. This .would mean a fair compstt- 
tion and at'the same time an absolute test 
of the efficiency of municipal plants. If the 
city cannot sell its light at a price less than 
a private corporation would do or possibly 
c6uld, then municipal ownership won't pay. 
The city has .the advantage over the private 
corporation in this, first, that it is not re- 
stricted by franchise conditions and can lo- 
cate its. wires, conduits and poles wherever 
It desires; second, the city does not pay any 
taxes upon its plant, either directly or in- 
directly, whereas, on the other hand, the 
private corporation has to contend with re- 
strictions on franchise, continuous legisla- 
tion and municipal, state and county and pole 
taies. Besides this, an equitable proposi 


man Is trying to do his duty, and in the fur- 
ther betterment of the service I would rec- 
ommend that the night and day service bo 
changed in rotation, so that the entire force 
during the period of the ensuing year will 
be serving on day and night duties and on 
different beats alternately In the city. I 
would also .recommend that one of the two 
detectives be placed under the supervision 
of the board of safety, and the other oue 
under direct control of the mayor, so that 
he may have at least one man who would 
be directly responsible to him and could give 
him such information as he should know.

Considerable disturbance and indignation 


have arisen among the people on account 
of the inadequate supply of natural gas. 
Lives of thousands of people have been en- 
dangered, and unfortunately some have per- 
haps been killed by the sudden relaxation 
of pressure and the break downs of machin- 
ery, so that it has become' necessary to fully 
investigate the causes of these disturbances. 
If the history of natural gas is carefully 
followed, It will be found that all through- 
out the gas fields the pressure of natural 
gas has been decreasing from year to year, 
co that today some cities-within the center 
of the gas belt arc without a supply 
of gas. Vet, I do believe that sufficient gas 
is pumped into this city tiday to reasonably 
supply all tlie consumers, if ths samo was 
distributed equally and used economically. 
Nobody will deny the important fact that 
gas has been a convenient and cheap fuel 
during the last twelve years that our people 
havo had a chanoe to use it and enjoy it, 
aid in order that its use may ba continued, 
I think the proposition should he met like 
all others, squarely and upon its merits, and 
settled in a way that will bo squitabto "be- 
tween the gas company and iho consumers. 
Just how to do this is difficult to sar, as 
the prejudice of the people against the gas 
company, created by its failure to supply a 
sufficient amount of gas, will somewhat in- 
terfere with tho consideration of tho ques- 
tion upon a business basis. Tho council is 
now engaged in the examination of all the 
officials connected with the gas company them- 
selves as to.facts tnd conditions, and there- 
by will be able to act and deal Intelligently 
with the proposition when presented. By 


tlon presents Itself to the public: 'The elec- 
tric corporation lias come Into this city and 
Invested its money in good faith; it has 
added to the industries of our growing city 
one of the greatest manufacturing institu- 
tions of the kind in tho west, and I do not 
believe that it is the desire of any fair- 
minded citizen to confiscate its property. 
It is.upon this theory that during the first 
year of my administration I submitted to thb 
council a proposition tending toward the 
purchase of the local plant, which I believe 
could have been, carried out within ten or 
fifteen years if it had been promptly exe- 
cuted; but this proposition has since been 
withdrawn by tho local slcctrio company, 
and it is not now before this body, I sin- 
cerely hope that this question-will be taken 
up by the boards and this body In a fair and 
impartial business way, and be adjusted in 
a manner that is equitable and Tight to all. 


TEACK ELEVATION AND TUNNEL. 
The steady growth of this city and tho 


extension of business and enlargement of 
indu?*.ries have brought about a condition 
of affairs which demand serious considera- 
tion. The question of tunnels, viaducts and 
track 
elevation 
must 
be 
solved soon. 


Nearly all the switch yards, shop grounds 
and depots of the different railways are lo- 
cated within the very business center of 
this city and the highest degree of danger to 
public life exists at our railway crossings, 
and that something must be done immedi- 
ately to relieve this condition of affairs is 
quite apparent. During the last yea'r plans 
of tunneling, viaducts and track elevations 
have been talked about, but nothing definite 
has so far 
been accomplished.

with the chiaf officers of the Pennsylvania 
railroad department, and with some officials 
of ths Wabash. It was at first thought that 
the thing to do was to tunnel Harrison

THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


This, like every other department of city 


government, was very much limited in means 
during the last year, and on account of the 
smallpox epidemic about 1)4,000 of additional 
appropriations had to be made. For this 
department I advocated in my last message 
.the erection of a contagious disease hos- 
pital, jointly with the county administra- 
tion. I have tried to accomplish this, but 
have failed in so far as the county board 
has refused to make the proper approprla- 
tlon for the purpose. The city administra- 
tion, however, has undertaken to place the 
old hospital in a good, healthy, sanitary 
condition, so that all patients afflicted with 
any contagious disease may be'taken there 
and cared for in comfort. This, I hope, will 
save the city considerable expense and con- 
fine tho disease to that building proper. I 
have advocated the adoption of a rule that 
demands all patients who want assistance 
from the city to go to this hospital and the 
city will take care of them. If they do not, 
tho health officer will quarantine them in 
their homes and they will be compelled to 
pay all expense of physician, nurse and sub- 
sistence themselves. In this way only this 
department can te saved, the extraordinary 
unnecessary expenses which had 
to be 


made last year. Another important matter 
pertaining to this department is tho gath- 
ering of garbage and cleaning of allays. 
I 


do not believe it to be possible to have our 
alleys cleaned unless the garbage and horse 
manure is placed in solid, substantial re- 
ceptacles, and for this reason the council 
has passed an ordinance demanding that 
each householder provide himself with a 
uniform galvanized iron can. which will be 
sold by the health commissioner at its actual 
cost, and the health officer will be instructed 
to see to it that all manure Is properly boxed 
when placed in the alleys and removed as 
soon as the receptacles are filled. This or- 
der will be strictly enforced. 


HEATING PLANT. 


I deem this a matter of no little Import- 


ance to tho city. Of all public utilities, 
none is more necessary or more universally 
used than heat. It may be a luxury, and 
because of its cost cannot be enjoyed by 
every person, but that is no reason why 
those who do want it and can afford to havo 
it. ought not to be accorded the opportunity.

Holds That Skelton is Entitled 


to Hold Office-The 


Courts 


Judge Heaton today handed down a 


decision adverse to the claims of Jus- 
tice Harry F. France to his right to 
sit as a justice of the peace of Wayne 
township. The decision was brought 
about by the ouster 
proceedings 


brought by the state ex. rel., B. W. 
Skelton to establish 
the rights ot 


Skelton and deny those claimed by 
France. Divested of the usual legal 
phraseology usually a part of such 
decisions, the ruling of Judge Hea- 
ton means simply that Justice Skel- 
ton is entitled to his office and that 
Justice France is not entitled to any 
further consideration. . The decision 
marks the end of a long line of liti- 
gation prosecuted through the Al- 
len county courts, but possibly does 
not entirely end the matter. 
The 


defendant, France, still has the right 
of appeal, but no motion in the di- 
rection of an appeal has been submit- 
ted to the court at this writing. The 
order practically 
mandates Justice 


France to surrender all his books and 
records to Skelton, who is adjudged 
his legal successor. The judgment 
of the court carries with it a verdict 
for damages in the sum of $1 and 
this of course carries also the costs 
which Judge Heaton stated he did 
not think would exceed $25. As The 
Sentinel goes to press the interested 
attorneys, being Messrs. Hench, Har-
